PAIGN. 


Tile state of FJiocie Island, which 


with its busy factory life has a heavy 
proportion of illiteracy, has organized 
an 
Americanization 
campaign that 


might 
well 
serve 
as a model. Its 


American 
citizenship campaign com- 


mittee, report that after two years' 
work, one-third of the adult aliens of 
the state have already applied for na- 
turalization. A card catlaog was made 
out containing the name and address 
of each alien of voting age. 


The effort was made to canvass them 


all by letters and personal visits, llany 
public meetings were held, and pamph- 
lets "written in fiva languages were 
distributed; • The people of the state 
took up the work with a devotion and 
enthusiasm which , assured its success. 
Only in so far as the native people are 
willing to put personal effort into such 
a'campaign can it be made a thorough j 
success. 


The experience,.of Rhode Island sug- 


gests that any state or town could prac- 
tically, wipe out illiteracy in a few years 
of effort, and a great many communi- 
ties have made up their minds to do so. 


Americanization campaigns in many 


places have achieved only limited suc- 
cess, as a. result of failure to reach the 
alien women. The men are induced to 
attended classes, while the foreign born 
wife remains at home and continues 
"in her absorption in old country ideas. 
Her husband finishes his class work, 
having made a fair beginning at learn- 
ing English speech. He needs the help 
of-his family so he can speak English 
at home and keep his lessons in mind. 


But if he must always talk a thome 


in his native tongue, he forgets all .he 
has learned, and soon sinks back into 
his.illiteracy. In these clays when wo- 
Jnen will probably soon be voting all 
over the country, the alien woman needs 
help quite as much as the man.

A statement emanating from Malcolm 


Jennigs, Secretary of The Ohio Manu- 
facturers Association, was sent broad- 
cast last Friday purporting to show 
that Ohio's natural gas supply was in! 
no danger of exhaustion for. the next] 
twenty years, and Mr. S. S. Wyer, late 
Chief of Conservation of, the United 
States Fuel Administration, was quoted 
as authority: 
According to the gas 


company this statement, lacking in de- 
tail, wholly misrepresents^ Mr." Wyer's 
true attitude and hereby it becomes a 
direct contravention of truth .and facts- 
Mr. AVyer's opinions on natural . gas 
"Supply and its conservation are1 .matters 
:bf published record, and when his atten- 
tion was called to the matter he issued 
the followihg signed statement and re- 
ferred to his former utterances on the 
subject and presented a number of new 
bulletins, to which we will make .more 
.extended reference later. 
Mr. Wyer 


says:' 
"The demands for natural gas are 


now greater than the available supply. 
The annual average delivering capac- 
ities of 'West Virginia natural 
gas 


wells in 1906 was fco million cubic feet, 
and this has declined to 32 million cubic 
feet. 
That is. the average delivering- 


capacity has been halved. 


••When the present natural gas sup- 


plies are exhausted,, natural gas con- 
sumers must go back to the more ex- 
pensive and at the same time inferior 
manufactured gas. The West Virginia 
natural gas is worth 100 per cent more 
than any manufactured gas that can be 
made* The public will be greatly bene- 
fitted if the present residue supplies of 
natural gas can be made to last for a 
number of years, because even if nat- 
ural gas sold at the same price as 
manufactured gas the consumer is still 
getting 100 per 
cent more for 
his 


money. 
The average price of manu- 


factured gas is not less than $1.25 per 
"M." Natural gas would, therefore, be 
no more expensive at $2.50 per "M." 


'As far sss the Ohio natural gas situ- 


ation is concerned, it is eitiier a matter 
of immediately very greatly curtailing 
tiie consumption and getting an aiie 
fltiate price for the sqs, or for the larger 
towns to go hack to' manufactured sas 
in,the very near future. In the smaller 
towns it will not l;e feasible to operate 
manufactured gas plants, anil, hence, 
many of these will, not then be able to 
secure .any gas-service. A frank facing 
of the present problem in all its serious- 
ness is, therefore^, of the greatest inter- 
est to the public .and to the companies 
as irell? 
, '"The peak load' characteristics of 
house-heating service make this ser- 
vice more expensive. The new "sliding 
scale upward" rate schedule makes the 
consumers that are responsible for the 
increased cost of peak service pay for 
the higher priced service they are re- 
ceiving. - At the same time it keeps 
down the price to the large mass of con- 
sumers who are only small users."

San Francisco, Oct. 1.—With ship- 
yards workers on strike at Tacoma, 
Washington,' and Eureka, California, 
and orders for a walkout effective at 
all other important shipbuilding cen- 
ters on the Pacific coast, the opinion 
of union labor officials of the Pacific 
coast district today was that govern- 
ment action taken in Washington yes- 
terday had come too late to prevent at 
least a temporary tieup of all yards 
working on government ships. 
The men demand an average increase 


of eight cents an hour over the "Macey 
scale" agreement which expired at mid- 
night last night. 
Recently, in Wash- 
ington, representatives of the shipping 
board and the navy department agreed 
that no increased wage should be grant- 
ed men working on government vessels 
until after the labor conference called 
by President Wilson to meet next Mon- 
day had completed its labors. The men 
then ai ranged to strike. 
Late yesterday announcement was 
made by the shipping board and navy 
department that there would be no op- 
position to paying increased wages pio- 
vided the government paid no part of 
the increase. This announcement, dis- 
trict metal leaders declared came too 
late to enable them to call off the 
strike. 
The Seattle metal trades council post- 


poned walking out wherever the yard 
operators were willing to pay the in- 
creased scale.

Reiterating that the open shop was

the present strike 
Judge Gary declared that it WAS "the 
opinion of the world that open shops 
mean more production, better methods 
and more prosperity and that closed 
shops mean lower production and less 
prosperity." 
"Here were these men," said Judge 
Gary, referring to the steel workers 
national committee, "starting out not 
for better pay, for better conditions— 
•we'd pever heard of their 12 points— 
but to get control of this industry. And 
what that means, I think you know." 
R. V. Lindabury, counsel for the cor- 
poration, sai dthe woma nwas killed 
during a strike of coal miners. Judge 
Gary said in his opinion the "shot pro- 
bably was fired by the strikers them- 
selves." He added that his company 
had no interest in the coal mines where 
the riot occurred. 
Senator 
Phillipps read a certified 
copy of the inquiry recor din the case. 
The jury's verdict said the killing was 
by persons unknown and that the dep- 
uty sheriffs involved were firing in self 
defense. 
Chairman 
Kenyon asked 
whether 
deputy sheriff's were sworn in at the 
corporation's plants and were on the 
company's payroll. 
"I should say yes," said Mr. Gary. 
"So far as I know they have had noth- 
ing to do with any of these outbreaks." 
He added that it was possible that 
some of the company's guards had par- 
ticipated m disturbances since the steel 
strike began, but pointed out that Mrs. 
Sellers was killed

Referring to testimony of President 
Gompers, of the American Federation 
of Labor, that Jefferson D. Pierce, a 
union organizer,- had been beaten by 
company agents while attempting to 
organize unions in the steel mills and 
died from injuries. Judge Gary read an 
affidavit which Tie said had been sent 
to his office on September 27 by Pierce's 
son.

"I was with my father the night he 
received his injuries," said the affida- 
vit," and he said they were not caused 
by any agents of the steel corpora- 
tion." 
"He was injured by members of the 
I. W. W. faction which was endeavor- 
ing to gam control of the organization, 
I wish to refute most emphatically the 
charge of Mr. Gompers that his death 
was caused by any agent of the Uint- 
ed States Steel corporation. 
He died 
one year later of cancer resulting from 
the wound." 
Mr. Gary began his testimony by de- 


nying the charges, .of labor leaders that 
the steel corporation 
had 
mistreated 
and underpaid it smen. 
"Thereis no 
basic industry in this country nor in 
the world in my opinion," he said, 
"which has paid larger wages than the 
United States Steel corporation, and 
perhaps not as large'nor has treated 
their employes in greater respect and 
consideration, if as great." 
While Judge 
Gary was 
testifying, 
diametrically opposed claims continued 
to pour in from the steel districts. An
